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EFFINGHAM PLANNING BOARD 


The Effingham Planning Board’s schedule for 1994 was relatively 
open as economic growth has not as yet reached into this section 
of New Hampshire. One subdivision was approved and several 
boundary line agreements were granted. 


There has been some confusion in the past several years about 
what the Planning Board can and can not do. 


The Planning Board is designed to deal with the orderly growth of 
the town. However, what it can and cannot do, is clearly defined 
by state statute and beyond that point it takes additional 
regulation, whether zoning, building permits or town ordinance to 
do it. 


Subdivision Regulations only apply to land that is being or has 
been subdivided. They do not apply to a lot of record. A lot of 
record is one that was in existence before the Planning Board was 
voted in by the town in 1972. 


Planning Board Regulations do apply to every lot that has been 
subdivided since April of 1972 and to every lot of record if that 
lot is: "The legal division of a lot, tract or parcel of land 
into two or more lots for the purpose, whether immediate or 
future, of sale, rent, lease, use, occupy, give, lend, or 
building development." (section IV N. Subdivision Regulations) 


There are a few, a very few exceptions to these two statements 
and anyone with any questions should contact the Planning Board 
and avoid any misunderstandings and possible fines. 


Also, the Board does desire public input on any of its 
activities. If you have input that you believe would help the 
Board, please let us hear it. We do not pretend to have the 
solutions to every land use problem and we do contact the State 
on questions that we cannot answer. All meetings are open and we 
welcome fellow townspeople to attend.

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REPORT TO DISTRICT ONE CITIZENS 


As your Executive Councilor for this Town and area, it is a privilege to 
communicate with you in this District of 98 Towns and Cities. The Executive 
Council is five in number and acts much like a board of directors at the very 
top of your executive branch of your state government. Our authority extends 
to the approval of contracts with out of state government organizations, 
municipalities, individuals and businesses. The judges in the judicial branch 
of your government all receive their appointment by nomination by the Governor 
and confirmation by the Executive Council. 


All community Development Block Grants receive final approval by the Governor 
and Council. The Governor and Council also act as the final approval on all 
Business Finance Authority loans. Major docks and mooring fields in state 
waters also must receive Governor and Council approval. There are dozens of 
boards and commissions established by law that require Governor and Council 
approval. There are 266 Commissioners and Directors of the various 
departments that require nomination by the Governor and confirmation by the 
council. 


As we look forward to 1995, citizens and local officials will be asked to 
bring forth recommendations for the 10 year highway plan for New Hampshire. 
Public hearings must be held in each of the northern district and will be 
asking the regional planning commissions to assist in this process. 


Other items to be on the look out for would be getting applications for the 
some three million dollars worth of transportation enhancement projects. Much 
of this money is already obligated ahead. (Your local regional planning 
commission can be of help in this area). We in this district should be most 
aggressive in applying for some of the eight million dollars of Community 
Development Block Grant money through the Office of State Planning (271-2155) 
and your local tourist promotion or chamber of commerce should be dreaming of 
ways to apply for the some $600,000 in matching grant money for area 
promotion.
